'Knights  Eliminated  On  Gresham's  Hook 
After  Dumping  Cornell  Thursday,  79-76

Wartburg’s  dream  of  a  trip  to  Kajisas  City  was  shattered 
by  Morningside  last  night  as  the  Maroons'  Doug  Gresham 
hooked  in  an  unbelievable  bucket  with  thirty  seconds  left  to 
win  the  game,  78-77.  The  contest,  played  in  the  Knights 
gymnasium  before  2,200,  snapped  Wartburg’s  win  streak  at 

Morningside  and  the  Knights  reached  the  finals  of  the 
NAIB  district  play-off  action  after  Thursday  night  victories. 
Wartburg  squeezed  by  Cornell,  79-76,  and  the  men  in  red 
sank  Parsons,  again  on  a  last-second  hook  by  Gresham.  74-72. 
72. 

Knights  Lead  By  5  At  Half. 

With  Bill  Adix  matching  Gresham  point  for  point,  the 
Axraen  Friday  night  overcame  an  early  Maroon  margin  to 
snatch  a  17-16  lead  after  the  first  ten  minutes.  In  the  second 
period  the  Knights  clung  to  their  narrow  advantage  and  ex¬ 
tended  it  to  39-34  at  the  intermission. 

Opening  the  second  half  with  a  rush,  Morningside  re¬ 
gained  command  after  five  minutes,  paced  by  Ray  Knauer 
and  Bob  Hussey.  Then  the  two  teams  proceeded  to  exchange 
leads,  with  the  Maroons  ahead  at  the  three-quarter  mark 
61-60.

Frantically  Wartburg  came  back 
up  the  court.  Obon  broke  into  the 
clear,  but  was  fouled  before  be 
could  get  hb  shot  away. 

Crowd  Numbed  At  Gun. 

The  rest  is  history.  Obon  missed 
both  free  throws,  and  although 
the  ball  remained  in  Knight  terri- 
torj',  DO  one  was  able  to  score.  As 
the  horn  sounded,  a  sudden  si¬ 
lence  came  over  the  crowd.  The 
game  was  over  —  and  lost.  It  was 
a  story-book  finish,  but  the  book 
was  a  tragedy  for  Wartburg  fans. 

Bill  Adix  finished  his  season's 
scoring  with  519,  a  21.6  average 
in  24  games.  Both  Campbell  and 
Olson  played  their  last  games  in 
Orange  and  Black  uniforms,  Olson 
completing  his  fourth  year  as  a 
regular. 

Thursday  night  was  a  different 
story,  as  Wartburg  kept  a  narrow 
lead  throughout  most  of  the  game, 
finally  stalling  out  the  closing 
minutes.  Adix.  with  28  points,  and 
Bomboff,  who  scored  eleven  cru¬ 
cial  points  in  a  substitute  role, 
were  outstanding.

Let's  Look  At  Our  ^Motives 

Our  Christian  moral  code  in  these  modern  times  has  come  in  for 
some  severe  criticism  from  many  of  today’s  materialistic  thinkers. 
Some  have  claimed  that  our  morality  is  merely  the  product  of  the 
efforts  of  a  jealous  majority  to  curb  a  superior,  creative  minority. 

To  be  honest,  one  has  to  admit  that  there  is  limited  vaiidity  in 
this  criticism.  When  a  prisoner  is  convicted  of  e  crime,  he's 
punished  to  vindicate  ''iostice.''  But  are  we  equally  zealous  in 
accepting  our  responsibility  for  the  crime  and  in  doing  something 
to  change  conditions  which  have  led  to  the  crime?  We  are  just 
as  anxious  to  condemn  the  immoral  man  or  woman  as  were  the 
Jews  in  the  time  of  Christ.  But  do  we  forgive,  sympathize  with 
and  help  the  sinner? 

Why  are  we  so  ready  to  condemn  and  punish  and  so  slow  to 
sympathize?  Is  it  because  we  hate  to  see  people  “get  away  with”  or 
enjoy  something  that  we  can’t?  The  fact  that  often  we  refrain  from 
doing  something  because  of  fear  of  the  social  consequences  seems  to 
support  this  contention.  We  do  right  because  we’re  afraid  of  doing 
wrong. 

Perhaps  it  is  time  to  reevaluate  the  basis  for  our  morality. 
Pear  should  not  be  the  basic  motive  in  the  lives  of  people.  Fear  is 
a  personality-<iisoTsenizing  emotion — it  is  not  conducive  either  to 
the  happy  or  to  the  full  life. 

We  have  been  too  afraid  of  becoming  “this-worldly’’  by  emphasiz¬ 
ing  human  happiness  and  material  welfare.  Thus  we  have  become 
“other-worldly’’  by  stressing  fear  instead  of  the  positive  motive  of 
human  purpose  and  fulfillment,  as  if  that  and  the  Christian  life  were 
contradictory. 

Christianity  is  the  ;nost  materialistic  of  all  the  world's  great 
religions.  That  is,  it  is  concerned  with  the  realities  of  the  world  in 
which  we  live,  and  its  effects  on  human  welfare  and  salvation.  It  is 
not  an  escape  from  reality,  as  are  Shintoism  or  Buddhism.  It  rather 
recognizes  the  natural,  social  and  psychological  realities  of  human 
living.  Our  thinking  should  be  more  in  accordance  with  this.

30-Year  Man,  Dr.  Ottersberg 
Finishes  'Wartburg  History' 


PIIOTOGRAI'ME

Head  of  the  division  of  social 
sciences  and  author  of  the  forth¬ 
coming  “History  of  Wartburg”  are 
the  titles  under  which  Wartburg's 
fourth-tongest  servant  is  perform¬ 
ing  his  duties  to  his  alma  mater. 

The  man  is  Dr.  Gerhard  Otters¬ 
berg.  the  "grey  fox"  of  Wartburg. 
Well,  not  that  he’s  crafty  or  sly, 
but  there's  a  constant  twinkle  of 
merriment  about  his  eyes  —  a 
smile  not  unlike  that  of  a  fox 
who  has  just  fooled  the  hunters 
by  some  ruse  —  and  a  wonderful 
abundance  of  life,  which  he  pro¬ 
jects  into  everything  ho  does. 
Matrieulites  In  1912. 

He  first  became  connected  with 
the  Wartburg  schools  upon  enter¬ 
ing  the  academy  at  Clinton  in 
1912,  graduating  from  the  college 
in  1918  and  from  the  seminary  in 
1921,  although  he  is  not  an  or¬ 
dained  clergyman.  He  received 
his  master's  degree  and  his  doc¬ 
torate  from  the  University  of 
Nebraska. 

His  time  with  the  Wartburg 
staff  dates  back  to  1925,  when  he 
became  a  member  of  the  staff 
here  in  Waverly  at  Wartburg  Nor¬ 
mal  college.  Actually  he  was  in 
the  “chaiD”  before  this  because  he 
taught  at  Martin  Luther  academy, 
Sterling,  Neb.,  from  1921  until  it 
merged  with  the  Normal  college 
in  1924. 

The  monumental  “History  of 
Wartburg”  is  a  by-product  of  his 
research  in  preparation  for  his 
doctorate.  He  began  by  working 
on  the  history  of  the  Iowa  synod, 
dealing  with  all  phases  of  church 
work  in  the  half-century  of  its 
existence.  It  seemed  that  the 
church  grew  up  around  its  schools 
and  that  a  school  existed  before 
the  church.  He  became  aware  of 
a  “preparatory  department”  which 
had  existed  prior  to  1868  —  the 
year  generally  cited  as  the  date 
of  Wartburg’s  founding. 

School  Ages  Rapidly. 

Greatly  interested  by  this  point 
Dr.  Ottersberg  brought  it  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  college  authorities 
and  the  discovery  was  given  recog¬ 
nition.  Wartburg,  a  college  which 
had  celebrated  its  75th  anniversa- 
ly  only  a  few  years  before,  was  to 
celebrate  its  centennial  in  1952 
through  the  discoveries  of  this 
probing  historian.  He  was  then 
requested  to  write  a  history  of 
Wartburg  college. 

"It  is  now  in  the  final  stages  of 
preparation  for  publication.  We 
hope  to  have  it  ready  before  Com¬ 
mencement,"  the  author  re-

marked. 

For  a  few  minutes  Dr.  Otters¬ 
berg  harked  back  to  the  terrifying 
years  of  the  depression  when 
Wartburg  undertook  the  moment¬ 
ous  merger  which  has  shaped  the 
destiny  of  the  college.  “The  de¬ 
pression  brought  it  to  a  head,”  he 
recalled,  “because  both  schools 
were  moving  for  accreditation  and 
were  beginning  to  overlap  in  their 
programs.  The  ALC  had  just  been 
established  and  was  having 
trouble  supporting  two  midwest- 
ern  schools.  Just  at  this  time  there 
was  a  sharp  dron  in  enrollment. 
'Dorms  Half-Empty/ 

“We  had  two  separate  dining 
hails  im  those  days,  for  men  and 
for  women,  and  we  had  to  com¬ 
bine  them.  It  was  hardly  worth¬ 
while  keeping  the  two  men's 
dorms  open.  Many  limes  salaries 
weren't  paid. 

It  might  be  pointed  out  that  the 
Ottersbergs  moved  into  Wart¬ 
burg  halt  the  last  year  the  college 
was  here,  before  it  was  moved  to 
Clinton  for  a  short  time.  Dr.  Ot¬ 
tersberg  didn’t  mention  whether 
or  not  he  had  to  answer  the  bell 
for  coeds  who  had  date.s. 

“What  stands  out,"  he  con¬ 
tinued,  “is  that  so  much  was  done 
to  keep  school  life  normal. 
Classes,  athletics  and  other  activ¬ 
ities  were  carried  on  and  the  pub¬ 
lications  such  as  the  yearbook 
were  still  brought  out.  The  vital 
life  of  the  school  was  basically 
unaffected.’’ 

Hours  spent  in  class  under  this 
man  serve  to  prove  that  bis  “His¬ 
tory  of  Wartburg”  will  be  exact, 
humorous,  emotional  and,  above 
all.  full  of  life  —  a  monument  to 
a  consecrated  school  and  a  con¬ 
secrated  man.

Lots  of  you  students  were  iucky 
enough  to  travel  to  Cedar  Rapids 
by  bus  and  car  and  the  courtesy 
of  the  Iowa  Highway  department, 
which  gave  you  clear  roads  most 
of  the  way.  to  be  thrilled  in  per¬ 
son  by  the  Iowa  conference  buck- 
etball  championship  game.

game  po^ible  by  their  generous 
contributions.

Hank 
didn't  get  to  sit  down  too 
much.  He  was  always  hopping 
up  to  drag  out  chairs  for  the 
new  arrivals.  Dashing  through 
the  mob  to  answer  the  phone 
was  like  running  an  obstacle 
course. 

Ed  Meyer  and  Bill  Lcibau 
threaded  their  way  through  to  the 
phone  at  the  end  of  each  quarter 
to  telephone  home  the  score. 

"Doc"  W.  had  Carl  Boebel  just

’tvixt  the  Little  'Theater  and 
MTildennan  annex  with  equipment 
to  try  to  clear  a  bum  out  of  the 
broadcast  which  later  turned  out 
not  to  be  our  fault  at  all.

I  Selective  Service  Head 
I  Gives  Exam  Reminder 

Colonel  R.  A.  Lancaster,  state 
director  of  selective  service,  this 
week  reminded  college  students 
that  applications  for  the  April  24 
Selecive  Service  college  qualifica¬ 
tion  test  must  be  postmarked  not 
later  than  midnight  March  10. 

Students  may  obtain  application 
blanks  from  the  nearest  local 
board.  They  need  not  return  home 
to  the  local  board  which  has  juris¬ 
diction  over  them. 

To  he  eligible  to  take  the  Se¬ 
lective  Service  qualification  test, 
an  applicant  on  the  testing  date 
(1)  must  be  a  selective  service 
registrant  who  intends  to  request 
deferment  as  a  student,  (2)  must 
be  satisfactorily  pursuing  a  full¬ 
time  college  course  —  undergrad¬ 
uate  or  graduate  —  leading  to  a 
degree,  (3)  must  not  previously 
have  taken  the  test. 

The  criteria  for  consideration 
for  deferment  as  a  student  at  the 
present  time  is  either  a  score  of 
70  or  better  on  the  Selective 
Service  college  qualification  test 
or  class  standing  among  the  male 
members  in  the  upper  half  of  the 
freshman  class,  upper  two-thirds 
of  the  sophomore  class  or  upper 
three-fourths  of  the  junior  class. 
Seniors  accepted  for  admission  to 
a  graduate  school  satisfy  the  cri¬ 
teria  if  they  are  among  the  upper 
half  of  the  male  members  of  their 
senior  class  or  if  they  make  a 
score  of  75  or  better.

Parsons  8th  Straight  Victim 
Of  Rampaging  Cage  Kings

Bill  Adix  fired  35  points  through  the  nets  to  lead  Wartburg  to  its 
first  Iowa  conference  championship  last  Tuesday  night  in  the  Coe 
fieldhousc  at  Cedar  Rapids.  The  clincher  was  a  76-66  triumph  over 
southern  division  champion  Parsons. 

In  winning  their  eighth  straight  game  the  Knights  set  two  new 
school  marks  end  blazing  Bill  racked  up  three  marks  of  his  own. 
Both  the  eight-straight  skein  and  the  total  of  16  wins  in  one 
season  are  modern  Wartburg  records. 

Dunking  11  goals  in  33  attempts  and  13  of  18  from  the  gift  line, 
Adix  equalled  the  all-time  school  record  tor  total 
points  in  a  single  gome — Ted  Olmstead’s  36  against 
Buena  Vista  in  1046.  In  22  games  Bill  now  has 
165  field  coals  and  138  free  throws  for  468  total 
points.  All  three  are  all-time  Wartburg  marks. 

Arier  a  seesaw  first  half,  Wartburg  led  the 
southern  contenders  by  a  mere  point  at  33*32.  Bril¬ 
liant  rebounding  by  Parsons’  Ron  Kester  had  kept 
the  Kelly  Greens  in  the  game,  but  the  6'6”  center 
had  collected  four  personals  while  Adix  was  charged 
with  only  one.  Bill  led  in  the  point  parade,  too, 
with  16  to  Kester's  nine  at  the  midway  point. 

When  Kester  drew  foul  number  five  with  less  than 
minutes  gone  in  the  third  ciuarter  his  mates  were  still  in  the 
game,  trailing  at  43-40.  Without  the  big  boy  In  the  llne-up  how¬ 
ever,  Parsons'  defense  collapsed  and  the  Axmen  coasted  ahead, 
outscoring  their  foes  28-15  In  the  third  period. 

Elxccpt  for  that  nightmarish  third  stanza.  Parsons  might  have 
given  the  northerners  a  real  battle.  But  Jim  Gardner  and  Dick  Geith 
followed  Kester  to  the  bench  via  the, same  route  and  the  Knights  led 
61-47  as  the  final  round  began. 

Both  teams  were  hot  in  the  first  quarter.  Adix  collected  nine  to 
lead  Wartburg  to  an  18-18  deadlock  as  the  period  ended. 

Parsons  jumped  to  its  biggest  lead  of  the  evening,  27-20,  early 
in  the  second  stanza.  But  Wartburg  rallied  for  the  33-32  intermission 
nod. 

After  pulling  up  at  40-40,  Parsons  fell  behind,  never  again  to 
close  the  gap.  Campbell  dropped  a  free  toss  to  put  the  Knights 
ahead  for  good,  and  Wartburg  raced  to  a  14-point  advantage  at  the 
close  of  the  third  quarter. 

With  most  of  its  rebounders  on  the  bench  Parsons  was  forced  to 
shoot  from  far  out  in  the  final  period.  Ferguson,  Rostermundt  and 
Wainscott  paced  the  “rebels"  in  that  final  10  minutes  as  they  outscored 
the  Knights  10-15.  But  it  wasn’t  enough  and  the  final  count  read— 
Wartburg  76,  Parsons  66. 

Each  team  hit  26  from  the  floor,  but  the  Axmen  sank  24  free 
throws  to  Parsons’  14.  The  losers  committed  31  violations,  most  of 
them  against  Adix.  while  Wartburg  was  whistled  down  24  times.

Ax  Bundgaard  Reminisces— 
'Experience  Is  Difference'

“The  difference  this  year  has  been  experience,  and  Bill 
Adix  giving  us  scoring  punch  from  the  inside.’’ 

With  these  words  Knight  cage  mentor  Ax  Bundgaard 
summed  up  the  reasons  why  Wartburg  has  made  such  rapid 
improvements  during  a  one-year  span,  with  almost  identical 
material.
